THE WAY WE WERE 


DEDDINGTON 150 YEARS AGO 

Buffy Heywood is including this month a few entries left from January from the 
diaries of the Rev Cotton Risley and hopes that none of the arguments in the Unicorn 
in January 1991 ends up as the one in 1841 did. 


- A fight took place in Souldern Meadow between Jos Cowley of Deddington 
and John Goodwin of Clifton ~ Cowley beat his man after 56 rounds, the fight lasted 
nearly 2 hours - they had quarrelled at the Unicorn Inn on Sat night last. 

26 January - I went down to Clifton and gave the Sacrament to nine individuals who 
were unable to receive it at Church. Read prayers also by John Goodwin and | 
endeavoured to arouse him to a sense of his awful situation, his recovery from the 
effects of his fighting yesterday with J Cowley being extremely doubtful, 
28_January - A policeman from Brackley came to get my permission to search our 
Lodging House, in consequence of Kings Sutton Church having been broken open last 
night - and it was supposed the man came in this direction’- no clue. however was 
obtained towards their detection or capture. 
4 February - Kings Sutton constable came here to give me some intelligence about a 
highway robbery and the breaking open of Kings Sutton Church, He promised to call 
for a warrant tomorrow morning against certain parties. A man from Great Tew 
applied for a summons against the Bicester Tollgate Keeper for demanding Toll for a 
load of boxes going through her gate on a certain day. 
9 February - Parted from Holford at School at Hammersmith, the poor little fellow 
was very low spirited. 

- The christening of the Princess Royal took place with great pomp today 
at Buckingham Palace - her names were Victoria, Adelaide, Mary, Louisa! 

~ I called at the Lodging House and enquired about the small pox there, 
and gave the proprietor a good reprimand for divers things done by him of late ~ and 
requested him to be very particular in future in not suffering his house to become a 
nuisance to his neighbours. 

- Heard that the small pox was in the Town in two families - 1t was 
“first introduced by a party at the lodging house who had come from Bicester here, 
~ Desired the Church Wardens to offer five paunds reward for the 
discovery of the parties who broke ‘the Church windows last night - on the part of 
the Parish, and five from me as Vicar - this was the second time they had been 
broken within six weeks. 


DEDDINGTON 100 YEARS AGO 
The November 1891 issue of the Deddington with Clifton and Hempton Parish Yagazine 
“contains an item which reads. “Accident - a very sad accident occurred at the 
Church on October 8th. George Ell, as he went to chime the bells for Evensong, fell 
through the trap-door in the belfry floor which had not been properly secured, into 
the Church beneath ~ a distance of some 30 feet. He was dreadfully injured, and it 
is marvellous he was not killed.» He was removed to the Horton Infirmary, where, we 
are glad to say, he is progressing most favourably.” : 


In the January 1892 issue of the same publication the then Vicar - Thomas Boniface - 
wished all parishioners a happy new year and detailed some of the events which had 
occurred during 1891, Included was an item which reads “In October one of the hands 
of the Church Clock fell off, which was indirectly the cause of a very SERIOUS 
ACCIDENT to George Ell - which was universally regretted." 


Although I have spoken to a number of residents whose knowledge of Deddington is far 
more extensive than mine, I have not been able to discover how the hand which fell 
off the Church Clock came to be INDIRECTLY responsible for the accident to George 
‘Ell, Can any of the Deddington News readers supply the missing details, or am I 
alone in wishing to know more about this very unfortunate accident?

straw bales on fire, 1 call to an elderly gentleman who had locked himself out of 
his house on a cold frosty night, 4 false alarms with good intent, 11 false alarms 
on automatic systems and 4 calls to stand by at other stations.

undergoing intensive motorway training for the last 18 months. Our first actions 
on arrival at a motorway incident are to illuminate the appliance and surrounding 
area and to cone off the affected lane(s). Our main priority is BE SEEN, BE SAFE, 
and this we must do before we can deal with casualties, fire or anything else. 
It is no good adding to the casualty list by getting ourselves run over; we must 
carry out all safety measures first.
